T il E Intent of publilhing the Maps of Bengal, &c. under the- 
prefent Form, was to render them portable to thofe who travel over 
that extenfive Country. A large Map is exceedingly incommodious in 
travelling, either by Land or Water : And if divided, without a proper 
Regard being had to the natural Divifions of the Country, much Confulion 
is likely to enfue for Want of a clear Idea of the relative Pofitions of the 
feveral Parts. I have endeavoured to avoid this Evil, by taking for the 
Boundaries of my Divifions, either fome noted River, Road, or Chain of 
Hills ; without regarding the difproportionate Sizes, or irregular Figures 
of the Tracts contained in the feveral Maps. In the Lower Part of Ben- 
gal, where a Multitude of Rivers and Creeks interfeft the Country in altpoft 
every Dire&ion, I have call the two Divifions with a View to render the ge- 
neral Geography of the inland Navigation as diftinft as pofiible. Accordingly, 
the firft Map comprizes the whole foutkern Navigation; or that between 
Calcutta, Moorshedabad, Dacca, Luckipour, Chittigong, and 
Tjperah refpe£tively : the other contains the midland and eajlem Navi- 
gation ; or that between Moorshedabad, Dacca, Mauldah, Seebgunge, 
Silhet , and Tiperah. Each of the other Six Divifions contains fuch a 
Trndt, as by its Situation and natural Boundaries, will comprehend the 
probable Extent of the Sear of War * in that particular Part of the 
Country. 

The Bengal Provinces lying on the Weft of the Calcutta and Coflim- 
buzar Rivers, and South of the Ganges, compofeTwo of thefe Divifions; 
of which the one lies on the North, the other on the South of the River 
Adji. 

The northern Provinces of Bengal compole another Divifion, which 
includes alfo the Bootan Frontier. 

The two Divifions of Baiiar formed by the Courfc of the Ganges, have 
each a feparate Map ; that on the North includes the Hills of Mocaum-

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four aiul Morung : and that on the South extends to the Hills of Pal a- 
mow and Ramgur ; which were confidered as our Boundary, previous to 
the Reduction of thole Provinces by Major Camac. 

Palamow, Ramgur, Chuta-Naopour, and their Dependencies, are 
comprized in one Map, which makes die eighth and laft Divifion of 
Bengal and Bahar. 

The Order of placing thefe Divifions being quite arbitrary, I have begun 
with that which contains Calcutta, and gone on towards Patna ; it 
being the Route of all others, the moll uled. The Index Map will at 
once convey an Idea of the relative Pofitions of the feveral Divifions, as well 
as their Places in the Book. 

As it was neceflary to bring all Bengal and Bahar into one View, I 
have alfo conftruded a General Map of thofe Countries on a more confined 
Scale, though large enough to contain every Place of the leaft Note. 

The Countries fituated between Bengal and Dei. hi from a fecond ge- 
neral Map on a fimilar Scale with that of Bengal : but it is in few Re- 
fpeds fo compleat ; die Survey being conducted on a more limited Plan. 
Probably thele Maps contain a larger Trad of furveyed Country, than is 
to be found in all the Maps of the European Kingdoms put together ; and 
they owe their Exiflencc chiefly to the Arrangements made by the late noble 
Lord, to whofe Genius and Courage Great Britain owes the Sovereignty of 
Bengal. 

The Doo-Ab, Cossimbuzar Island, and the Environs of Dacca, have 
each a feparate Map on a large Scale, as being Trads more particularly in- 
terefting. 

To thefe are added feven more of the Ganges, Burrampooter, and 
Hoogly Rivers, and of the Trad called the Woods or Sunderbunds j on 
large Scales : and which it is hoped, will afford ufeful and agreeable helps 
towards afeertaining the Progrefs through the principal Inland Naviga- 
tions. To render it ftill more compleat, Tables of the Routes and Dis- 
tances by Water, between the principal Towns, are alfo inferted; by means 
of which a general Calculation may be made of the Time required to per- 
form any particular Voyage. 

Some Plans of Fortrefles are alfo added, together with the Attack of 
Oudanulla and Battle of Buxar ; each of which fuccefsfully ter- 
minated 
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minated a Crifis of the moft momentous Kind to the British Power in 
Bengal. 

In each of the Maps of the Inland Navigation, the outline of the River 
fhews the Limits of its Bed during its fwoln State, as the Sands do its prin- 
cipal Channel when at its loweft. As the Waters are always either rifing 
or falling within this Bed, it is impoflible for a Map to allign prccilely 
where a Place of Shelter lhall be found at any given Time. Thus much, 
however, may be concluded, that in a Place where the Junction of two 
confiderable Channels is effected when the Rivers are high, there will be an 
Inlet, or deep Bay throughout the dry Seafon, although one of the Chan- 
nels fhould be dried up. The Waters are rifing from the latter end of 
April to the middle of Auguft ; and falling during the reft of the Year. 
From Custee, upwards, the River fwclls about thirty-one Feet perpendi- 
cular ; but dozvnwards the periodical Flood gradually decreafes till it arrives at 
the Sea, where the level is the fame in both Seafous, at equal times of Tide. . 

The Rivers are in a tranquil State from the Ihifting of the Monfoon, in 
Odlober, to the middle of March. During this long interval, one proceeds 
in fecurity with refpetft to Weather, and has only to pay a common degree 
of Attention to the Piloting the Boat clear of Shallows, and flumps of 
Trees. Theie will generally be avoided by keeping neareft to the Side which 
has the fteepeft Bank ; but not lb near as to be within the verge of its Slope* 
This fteep Bank (which is always found on the concave Side of the River 
Bed ; as a flat or f helving one is on the oppofite Side) has the deepeft Water 
and the ftrongeft Current near it 5 and is, therefore, the proper Side to 
keep on when going down with the Stream, as its rate of Motion muft 
principally determine that of the Boat ; for the Motion acquired by the 
Oars of a Budgerow hardly exceeds eight Miles a Day, at ordinary Times. 

From the beginning of November to the middle or latter end of May, 
the ulual Rate of going with the Stream is forty Miles in a Day of twelve 
Hours ; and during the reft of the Year, from fifty to feventy Miles. The 
Current is ftrongeft whilft the Waters of the Inundation arc draining off: 
which happens in part of Auguft and September. 

In many of the Ihallovv Rivers the Current is exceedingly flow during the 
dry months ; infomuch that the Track-Rope is frequently ufed in going 
downwards. . , 

In towing againft the Stream, the fteep Side is alfo generally preferred’ 
on account of the depth of Water; although the Current is lb much ftronger 

B there, , 
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there, than on the oppofite Side. On thefe Occafions one ought to be pro* 
vided with a very long Track- Rope, as well to avoid the falling Pieces of 
the fteep Bank on the one Side, as the fhallow Water on the other, when 
it becomes neceflary to change Sides. The Anchor fhould alfo be ready to 
drop, in cafe the Track-Rope breaks. 

Seventeen, to twenty Miles a Day, according to the Ground, and the 
"Number of Impediments, is as much as a large Budgerow can be towed 
ngaiuft the Stream during the fair Sealon : and to accomplifh this, the Boat 
mull be towed more than four Miles and a half per Hour, for twelve 
Hours. When the Waters are high, a greater Progrefs will be made, not- 
witliftanding the increaled Velocity of the Current, becaufe the filling of 
the River-Bed gives many Opportunities of cutting off Angles and Turnings ; 
and even whole Reaches, by going through Creeks. The Wind too, at 
that Seafon, blows upwards in moft of the Rivers, and gives frequent Op- 
portunities of ufing the Sail. 

About the middle of March, the Nortbwcjlers begin in the Eaftcrn Parts 
of Bengal (but later as we advance Weftward) and may be expelled oc- 
cafionally until the commencement of the Rainy Seafon. Thefe arc the 
moft formidable Enemies that we meet with in this Inland Navigation. 
It will be unneceflary to deferibe them, otherwife than that they are violent 
Squalls of Wind, denominated from the Quarter they ufually blow 
from. They are more frequent in the Eaftern, than in the Weftern Parts 
of Bengal ; and happen oftner towards the dole of the Day than at any 
other Time. As they arc indicated fomc Hours before they arrive, by the 
Riling of the Clouds, and by their very lingular appearance, the Traveller 
has Time enough to leek a Place of Shelter. It is in the great Rivers alone 
that thefe Gufts are fo truely formidable : and that about the latter End of 
May and beginning of June, when the Rivers are much increafed in 
Width ; but at the lame Time, more places of Shelter will be formed, by 
the filling of the Creeks-and Inlets. 

If a Northwefter approach, and no Creek or Inlet offers for Shelter, 
when in the great Rivers ; the fteep Bank, if not in a crumbling State, 
fhould always be preferred to the flat one, whether it lie to windward or 
leeward. If the Bank is in a crumbling State, endeavour to Retreat to a 
firm Part of it, which is the moft likely to be found in the ftraighteft 
Parts of the River. But if this cannot be done, the flat Side mult 
be taken up with ; and if it be a lee~Sbore , the Anchor mult be thrown out 

to 
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to prevent driving on it. In thcfe Cafes, the Mail is always fuppofed to 
be ft ruck *. 

I advife every Traveller, at this Seafon, to be particularly attentive to the 
Nature of the River-Bank, as well as to the Appearance of the Horizon, dur- 
ing the laft Hours of the Afternoon ; and if he finds any Place of Shelter, to 
ftop for the Night ; and not to hefitate about lofing Time, which may be 
retrieved the next Morning, by fctting out fo much the earlier. The Boat- 
men work with much more alacrity on this Plan ; becaufe they have Day- 
light before them to fecure their Boat, provide Fewel, and drefs and eat 
their Provifions. 

After the commencement of the rainy Seafon, (which Period varies in dif- 
ferent Parts, from the middle to the end of June,) tempeftuous Weather 
muft be occafionally expe&ed. Places of Shelter arc more common at this 
Seafon, than at any other ; and on the other hand, the bad Weather, 
when it happens, is of longer continuance than in the Seafon of the North- 
wefters. The great Rivers being now fpread to the breadth of feveral Miles, 
a ftrong Wind has the Power of raifing large Waves on them ; and parti- 
cularly when blowing in a contrary Direction to the rapid Parts of the 
Stream ; which at fuch Times fhould be avoided, as much from motives 
of conveniency, as of fafety. 

In the annexed Tables of Routes and Diftances through the Inland Na- 
vigation, the four Cities of Calcutta, Dacca, Moorshedabad, and 
Patna, are confidered as centres from whence all the Routes or Pafiages 
iflue. The particulars of thel'e are chiefly included in the Calcutta Tables ; 
the others partaking more of the Nature of Indexes than of Tables. I 
muft on this Occafion repeat the Apology, which I found neceflary to offer 
for the numerous and troublefome References that occur in the Book of 
Roads ; and have only to hope that I have made as clear an Arrangement as 
the Nature of the Subject, and the Scope of the Work will admit of. 

In order to facilitate the Knowledge of the general Geography of the 
Inland Navigation, I have added a Map, in which the Channels that con- 
tinue navigable throughout the Year, are diftinguifhed from the temporary 
Paflages and Inundations occafioned by the periodical Rains. In this 

* I am of Opinion that a well-conftruftcd Budgcrow is in no Danger of overfetting by the 
mere Force of the Wind alone, provided the Mall be {truck, and the Cargo judicioullv dif- 
pofed : but by an unfortunate, or ill-chofen Situation, it may be fo much expofed to the 
Waves, as to be filled and funk by them. 

Map, 
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Map, every Paflage, as well as every Place of note that is made the Subject of 
an Article in the Tables, is marked ; fo that with a common degree of At- 
tention, it will ferve as a Guide in fearching the Tables for the particulars 
of Routes between Places that are not chofen as centres. In moll: Cafes every 
two Places of the leaft Confequence have a common and direct Line of com- 
munication from feme one of the central Places, palling through them ; 
or where this is not the Cafe, the Route will be formed by the branching 
out of one of the direct Communications into two diftinft ones. As an 
Example of the firft Kind — the Route from Hoogly to Ballytunghy 
will be found in the Line of Communication between Calcutta and 
Jellinghy, and mud be fought for under the Article Jellinghy, in the 
Calcutta Table. And for an Example of the fecond Kind let the Route 
from Nautpour to Dinagepour be required. In the Map it appears to 
be compofed of two diftinfl Routes, viz. that from Calcutta to Naut- 
pour ; and that from Calcutta to Dinagepour ; which two Routes fe- 
parate from each other at the Mouth of the Mahanaija River. The 
Route from Nautpour to Dinagepour mull therefore be fought out in 
the Calcutta Table, under the Articles Calcutta to Nautpour j and 
Calcutta to Dinagepour. 

In the Tables I have not attempted to give the Routes in general during 
the Rainy Seafon, (which, to be truely ufeful, lhould be calculated fepa-? 
rately for each Month) but contented myfelf with giving a few of thole 
that are the mod Ufeful and leaft obvious. And as the Diftanccs vary 
with the different Degrees of the Inundation, I have given them only as 
they are whilft the Streams are confined within their proper Beds. . For. 
other Particulars, the Maps themfelvcs mud be coufulted.

The Coflimbuzar River being too lhallow for Navigation during the dry Months, Bogwan- 
gola, (a Place fituated on the Ganges y Hours Journey to the N. E.) becomes the Port of 
IVlooRSHEnABAD for all Embarkations to and from the Eaft, Weft, and North. At the fame 
Time Batlylungby on the Jellinghy River, and Mirzapour on the Hoogly River, ferve for the 
lame Purpofes on the South. The former ofthefc Places is fituated 6 Hours, and the latter 
14 Hours Journey from Moorlhedabad. 

Bogwangola then being the principal Port of Moorlhedabad during the greateft Part of the- 
Year, it becomes neccflary to adapt the Routes leading from Moorlhedabad as a Centre, to 
Bogwangola alio. This is eafily affected : For as all the Routes that lead weftward from 
Moorlhedabad and Bogwangola, unite in one Point at the Head of the Coflimbuzar River ; and 
all thole that lead caftward pafs by Bogwangola itfelf; nothing more is required in the firft 
Cafe, than to fubtracl from the Sum total of any Diftauce, the Number of Miles that the 
Route from Moorlhedabad to the Coflimbuzar River Head, exceeds that from Bogwangola ; 
which is 27 : And, in the l'ccond Cafe, to fub trail 77 Miles, which is the whole Diftance 
between Moorlhedabad and Bogwangola. 

The Particulars of the Route from Bogwangola to the Head of the Coflimbuzar River, will be 
found in Article 122.
